. firfremembzed, thus from Ieru- 
ſalem J beginne to ſalute vou. You ſhall vuderffand, 
that fincs my departure from Grand Gayro towards the 
Moly Land, Jw2ofs vou a letter from Rama. (This 
Rama is a place where the voyce was heard of Rachell, 
weeping foꝛ herchildzen) wherein I certified you of all 
my-p2ocedings, from Grand Cayro euen fo that very 
place. ſent it with ſeuen other Letters beſide to Damaſco 
in a Carauan, from thence to be conueied to Conſtanti- 
nople: But doubting leaſt the ſaid packet is not as vet 
come to pour hands, J thought good to wꝛite againe 
vnto vou, concerning all my afozeſaid pꝛocc dings; as 
alſo the reſt of my voyage to Ieruſalem, with my 
impꝛiſonment and troubles in the Citie, and what me⸗ 
mozable Antiquities J faw there and elſe where, vn- 
till my returne backe to Alexandria. Firſt, you ſhalt 


know , that I departed not from Grand Cayro fill the

where (itis ſaid) the Uirgin Mary did ſtay with our Sa- 

uiour Chzilt : So farre was J accompanied by Anthony 

Thorpe, and foure othets that went to Grand Cayro with 

mee, but there left mee, departing backe ta the Citie, and 

A with my fellow traucller, Maiſter Iohn Burrell, both of 

vs being in our Pilgrimes habits, cams that night to a 

Towne called Canko, where wee were glad to take vp 

our lodging in a yard, hauing no other bedding then the * 

bare graund. The next day wee departed thence, and tens 
ato a Lowne in the Kand of Goꝛan, where we met wih s 


company of Turkes, Jewes, and Chziſtians; and te 
750 Camels, all which were bound feꝛ Damaſco.ougr ij 
Deſarts ; vet was there amongſt them two and twen * 3 


Greeks and Armenians, whole purpoſed trauaile api 
Jeruſalem, which made vs the gladder of their company. 
At this Town being ö on two nates 
and one night: in which time J went into a houſe where 
A ſaw a very ſtrange lecret of hatching of Chickens; by _ 
artiffciallheate,o2 warmth:Lhe like J had ſenebefoze ak 
Grand Cayro, but not in ſuch extrao:dinary numbexs ß 
multitudes as here: the manner whereot I will declare as 
followeth. The Country people inhabiting about this- 
Zwne,foure oz flue milos diſtant cuery way, bzing their 
egges in apt carriage fo2 the purpoſe, vpon Aſſes 02 Ta- 
mels, fo this place; where there is an Ouen, 02 Ftitnace, 
purpoſely kept temperately warme, and the Furner oz 
Maiſter thereof ftandeth reavieat a little dwze to receiue 
the Eggesof cuery one, by tale; vnleſſe that when the 
number ariſes ſo high(as to ten Camelsloaving oꝛ moze) 
then hee filleth a meaſure by tale, and after that o2ver 
meaſures all the veſt. And I tell you this fo2 a truth, 
that J ſaw there receiued by the Furner, Cooke, 02 Wav 
ker, in one day, by tale, and by meaſure, the number of 
thirty fineoz foꝛty thouſand Egges: and they told mee, 
that loꝛ tha daies ſpace together , hee doth nothing but 
| * Rftill 
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Kill reteiue in Eggas, Ind at twelue dates end they come 
againe to fetch Chickins, ſometimes at ten daies, and 
ſometimes (but not very. oſten) at ſeuen daies, accoꝛding 
as che weather falleth out. Perhaps ſome two hund ed 
perſons are owners of one Kaungefull, ſome hauing 
2000, ſome one; oz moze 92 leſle, as the quantities 
amount to: The Furner noteth the names and poꝛtions 
of euerꝝ bʒingerʒ and it he chanceth to haue a hundꝛed and 
fifty thouſand,o2 two hundꝛed thouſand at one heate (as 
many times it chanceth that hee hath) pet doth hee min⸗ 
gle them all together, not reſpecting to whomthey ſeue⸗ 
cally belong. Then hes layeth them one by one vpon his 
Raunge , ſo nere as they can lye and touch each other: 
hauing firff made a bed foz them of Camels dung burnt; 
and the place whereon the aſhes doth reit, is of a very 
thinne matter made of earth, but mixed with the Ca- 
mels dung in the making, and ſome Pigeons dung 
amongtt it: vet heerein conũſteth not the ſecret onely:foz 
there is a corcaue 02 hollo m plate about thꝛœ foote bzedth 
vnder it, whereon is lite wile ſpzead another [ayer of 
Camels dung, and vuder that is the place where the 
fireis made, Net can J not rightly call it fire, becauſe 
it appeareth ta he nothing but embers: foz J could not 
diſcerne it but ts bee like aches, vtelding a temperate heat 
to the next contaue, and the heate being reſilfed by the 
layerof dung next it (which dung being greene, and 
laid vpon peeces of withered frees , oz rather boughes 
of old dead frees) deliuereth foꝛth an extraoꝛdinary va⸗ 
pour, and that vapour entreth the hollow goncaus nert 
vnder the Egges, wherein time it pierceth the aloꝛeſaid 
mixed earth; which toucheth the aſhes whereon the Egges 
ars laid, and ſo ſerueth as a neceſſary reteptacle foꝛ all 
the heate comming from vnderneath. This Artificiatl 
heate glyding thzough the embers Whereon the Egges 
ive; voth by degras warms thzough the chellen, and ſo 
th lite by the ſame TY of heute: m in 
3,5 | 4 even 


ſeuen, eight, nine, ten, 62 fomotimestwelue vaſes; life 
contiaueth by this artifictall meanes. Now. when the 
Furner perceiueth life to appeare , and that the ſhelles 
begin to bꝛeake, then heebeginneth to gather them: but 
of a hundꝛed thouſand, hee hardly gathered thꝛeeſcoze 
thouſand, ſometyne but fifty thouſand, and ſometime 
(when the day is ouercalt) not twenty thouſand: and 
if there chance any lightning, thunder, oꝛ raine, then ol 
a thouſand hee gathers not one; foꝛ then they all miſtarrꝑ 
and die. And this is to bee remembꝛed withall, that bee 
the weathgy neuer ſs faire, the airs perlec, cleere, and 
euery thing as themſslues can deſire, and let the Chie⸗ 
kens be hatched in the beſt manner that may bee, vet haue 
they either a Claw tao much, o2 tos little: Foz ſometimes 
they haue ſiue Clawes, ſometimes ſixe, ſome but two be⸗ 
foꝛe and one behind, and ſeldome, very few o2 any in their 
right ſhape. Afterwards, when the people tome to receius- 
their Egges that beloꝛe had bꝛought them in, the Furner 
giues to euery one ratably, accoꝛding as the Furnace vtal⸗ 
deth, reſeruing to himſelle the tenth faz his labour, Thus 
haue you the ſecret of hatching Egges by heat artiſiciall 
at the Towne of Philbits in the Land af Goz an, which 1 
thinke were in vaine to be pꝛactiſed in England, bocauſe 
the aire there is hardly ten daies together clariſted neither 
isthere any Camels dung, though they haus dung ok ather 
beafts euery way as hot: therefoꝛe when the Sunne is 
in Cancer, Leo, oz Virgo, vou map, if vou pleaſe, try what 
may be done. Berhaps ſome will thinke this to be a lpe, oz 
fable, but to ſuch J anſwere, Atan vrge their credence no 
further then my faith and truth can perſwade them: And 
if thereon they will not belene me, let them tale paines 
to maks their owe epes a witneſle, and when they haue 
papd as deerely as haue done (fo2 the ſight of this and 
other things coſt mee an hundꝛed Parkos in fifty dayes) 
their iudgements will be better confirmed. 5 
But now to my tourney foward the deſart of yy + 


which J was of fozce fo pale befoꝛe J could come fo the 
holy Land. Then we departed from the Towne Philbits, 
trauclling all night in company with the Carauan of Da- 
maſco, and the fourteenth at nine of the clock we pitched 
our tents at Baharo in the land of Gozan. From thence 
wee departed that night, and the 15 at night we pitched 
at Salhia, which is to the eaſtward of the land of Gozan, 
and ffands on the bozders of the Arabian Deſarts ; there 
we ftayed two daies foz feare of the wild Arabes, and des 
parted thence the 17. Wee paſſed that night oner a great 
bzidge, vnder which the ſalt⸗water ſtandeth. This water 
comes out of the Sea from the parts of Damietta, and by 
mens hands was cut out of that plate, ſome hundꝛed and 
fifty miles info the maine Land, by Prolomeus King of 
Egypt, who purpoſed to bing te Red ſea and the Pedi⸗ 
ferranallints one; but when hes fozeſaw,that if hee had 
gone thzough with his wozke, all his Country had bene 
quite dzowned,he gaue it ouer, 4 builded a bꝛidge there to 
paſſeouer. This place parteth Arabia and Egypt, & no ſw- 
ner had we paſt this bꝛidg, but we were ſet vpon by þ wild 
Arabes, and notwithſkanding our great company (fo2 we 
were moze then à 1000 perſons) a Camell loden with 
Callicoes was taken from vs, 4 of our men hurt, and one 
of them moztally wonnded, e the Arabes ran away with 
the pzey,we being vnable to helpe it, becauſe it was night. 
The next dap we pitched by a wel ol bꝛackiſh water: but 4 
fo2got to tell ou i̊ my fellow Pilgrime ch. Iohn Burrell, 
eſcaped very narrowly in y laſt nights bickering:there we 
reſted our ſelues till 3 of the clocke iu the akternon, which 
they call Laſara;foz the Arabians and Egyptians diuids the 
dap into foure parts: then we deparfed andpitched p nerf 
moꝛning at a Caſtle in p deſart called Carga, whichis one 
of d thꝛe Gaſtles which p Turks keep in y deſarts, to de⸗ 
fend all trauelloꝛs from the wild Arabes: Therefoze there 
we paid a certaine taxe, which was ſirty peeces of ſiluer of 


two pente a pete value, fo; each man oz bop, & leuenty ſir 
25 peces 
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peetes foꝛ a Camell laden, and fourteene foꝛ à Mule: Yas 
uing paid this impoſition we departed, and pitched againe 
the 19 at another bꝛackiſh well, from whence ſetting on⸗ 
ward, we pitched the 2o of March at the ſecond Caſtle 
ealled Arris, kept alſs by the Turks, in the ſaid deſarts, 
where our fare was but twenty peeces of ſiluer foꝛ each 
paſlenger, and thirty foz a Camell. From thence we wers 
guided by many Soldiers toy third caſtle called Raphael, 
making one long tourney of 24 houres together: Here it 
is ſaid that the Kings of Egypt and Tudea, fought inany 
great Battailes: which to mee ſeemed very vnlikely, bes 
tauſe there is nothing to releeue an army withall, except 
ſand and ſalt water. | 
There we paid ten peeces enery paſſenger, and 20 foꝛʒa 
beaſt. So departing thence, the 22 in Þ moꝛning, we pitchs 
ed at Gaza in Paleſtine, a godly fruitfull country, & there 
we were quitted of all the deſarts. In this towne I ſaw $ 
place where (as they told vs) Sampſon puld downe the twa 
Pillars, and flue the Philiſtimes: ᷑ ſurelꝑ it appeares to be 
the ſame towne, by reaſon of the ſituation of the country; 
There we payd 22 peeces fo2 each beaſt, and ten each pals 
ſenger. From thence we departed, t pitched at a place cals 
ted in Arabian Canuie, but by the Chꝛiſtians called Ber- 
Maba, being vpon the boꝛders of Iudea, where we paid but 
2 pieces of ſiluer each one, and foure foꝛ abeaſf. Departing 
thence, the 23 in the moꝛning, we pitched our Tents vpon 
a grene cloſe vnder the wals of Ramotk in Gilead: there 
I ſtaped all p dap, and wꝛote eight letters foz England by 
the fozenamed Carauan lvhich went foꝛ Damaſco, to be tcõ⸗ 
ueied to Conſtantinople, and ſo fo2 England, The next day 
being p 24 in p moꝛning, J with other Chꝛiſtians, ſet to⸗ 
ward Icruſalem, & the great Carauan went their way foz 
Damaſco, but we pitched ſho2t that night at a plate called 
in Arabian Cudechelanib, being: 16 miles from Hebron, 
where the Sepulchze of our father Abraham is, and 5 litle 
miles fro Ieruſalem, From thence we departing in p moꝛ⸗ 
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ning being our Lady day in Lent, and 9 of the clock befo28 
none, J ſaw the Citie of Ieruſalem, when kneling down, 
t ſaying the Loꝛds pꝛaier, I gaue God moſt harty thanks 
fo2 coductting me thither, to behold ſo holy a place with my 
epes, wherof J had read ſs often befoʒe. Coming within a 
furlong of the gates, I with my companion M. Iohn Bur- 
rell, went ſinging t pꝛayſing God, till we came to the weit 
gate of the City, t there we ſtayed, becauſe it is not law⸗ 
full fo2 a Chꝛiſtian to enter vnadmitted. My companion 
Aduiſed me to ſay J was a Greek, onely ts àuopd going to 
Male: but J not hauing the Greek tongue, refuſed ſo ta 
do, telling him even at the entry of the gate, that J would 
neither deny my Country noz Religion,wherupon being 
demanded who we were, Maiſter Iohn Burrell ( anſwering 
in the Greek tongue) told them that he was a Greek, and 
A an Engliſhman. This gaue him admittice to the Greelc 
Patriarke, but J was ſeazed on x caſt in pꝛiſon, befoze A 
had ſtaxed a ful houre at the gate, foʒ y Turks flatly deni⸗ 
td, p they had euer heard either of my Nucen oz country, 
oʒ that ſhe paid them any tribute. The Pater Guardian, 
who is the defender of all Chꝛiſtian Pilgrimes (and the 
pꝛincipal pꝛocurer of my impꝛiſonment, becauſe J did not 
offer my ſelfe under his pꝛotection, but conſidentlp ſtod fg 
be rather pꝛoteded vnder the Turke then the Pope) mads 
the Turke ſo much my enemy, that J was reputed to bee 
aſpy, and ſo by no meanes could J bee releaſed from the 
dungeon. = 
Nowgiue me fauoꝛ ts tel you how it pleſed God ß very 
dap) to deliuer me, t grant me paſſe as a Pꝛoteſtant, with⸗ 
out preldingts any other ceremonp, then tariage of a wars 
candle onelp, far beyond my expectation. Here let me re⸗ 
member vou, p when J ſtaied at Ramoth in Gilead, where 
J wꝛot the 8 letters foz England by the Carauan of Da- 
maſco, hauing ſo god leaſure, J went to a Fountaine ta 
waſh my foule linnen, ⁊ being earneſt about my buſines, 
ſuddenly there came a Poꝛe vnto mee, who faking my

cloaths out of my hand, and calling me by my name, ſayd 
he would helpe me. | g 
Pou doubt not but this was ſome amazement to me, to 
hears ſuch a man call me by my name, and in a place ſo far 
diſtant from my friends, country & acquaintance ; which 
he perceiuing, boldly thus ſpake in y Frank ftongue,why 
Captaine,J hope vou haue not foꝛgotten me, foz it is not 
vet 40 dates ſince you ſet me a land at Alexandria, with 5 
reſt of thoſe paſſengers vou bꝛought from Argier, in your 
ſhip called p Troian? and here is another in this Carauan; 
whom you likewiſe bꝛaught in company with, thatwauld 
not be a little glad to ſ& you, Jdomandedof him if hee 
dwelt there? he anſwered me no, ſaying, that he and his fel⸗ 
tow were going in that Carauan to Damaſco (which plate 
they call Sham) and from thence to Begdat, which we tall 
Babylon, t from thence to Mecha to mae a Hadgee, foʒ ſo. 
they are called when they haue been at Mecha: mozeouer, 
hee told me, that he dwelt in the Citie of Feſſe in Barbary. 
This man (in my mind) God ſent to bee the meanes of 
mine immediate delivery: Fo2 after J had taken god no⸗ 
tice ot him, A well remembꝛed that J ſaw him in my ſhip, . 
though ene man among z oo is not very redily known:foz 
ſo many bzought J frõ Argier into thole parts, ol diſferẽt 


 Nations:as Turks, Moes, Jewes t Chꝛiſtians: I deſi⸗ 


red this man to bꝛing me to 8; fight of his other cõpanion, 
which ( hauing walhed my linne)he did, c him J knew ve⸗ 
ry redily. Theſe two concluded, y the one of them would 
depart thence with the Carauan, x the other go along with 
me to Ieruſalem, which was p Pmzebefozeremembzed:e 
ſuch kind care had the Inſtdel of me, y he would not leaue 
me vnaccõpanied in this krange Land: which J cãnot but 
impute to Gods eſpecial pꝛouidẽte fo2 my deliuerance out 
of pꝛiſon, oz elſe had J bine left in moſt miſerable caſe. 
When this Moꝛe ſaw me thus impꝛiſoned in Ieruſalem, 
my dunged being right againls y Sepulchze of Chziſt, al⸗ 
heit he wept, vet he bad me be o gwdcomfozt,e IE | 
AW. 


Baſhawof the Citie, and to the Saniacke, befoze whom 
foks his oath,that A was a Pariner of à chip, —— No 
— Fo 3 a fifty , 02 thꝛe hundzed Turks 
£ Sinto t from Argyer and Tunis, theiri | 
ney being vnto . | "7 VIS 
This e (in regard hewas a Muzzleman)pzenailed ſa 
well wi h them, that returning with fix Turks backe ts 
pꝛilon, he callad me ta the dw2e, and there ſaid vnts me, 5 
if X would go the houſe of the Pater Guardian, and yeld 
my lelfe vnder his pꝛotection, I ſhould bee enfozced to no 
Religion but mine owne, except it were to carry a candle: 
to the which J willingly condiſcended.. 

So paying the charges of the pziſon, J was pzeſently 
deliuered, t bzought to the Guardians Monaſterp, where 
Pater comming to me, toke meby the hand, x bad me wel⸗ 
tome, maruelling J wold ſo much erre frõ Chꝛiſtianity, as 
eto put my ſelſe rather vnder y Turks, then his pꝛoteaion: 

J told him, what J did, was becauſe p J would not go fo 
Male, but kepe my conſciente to my ſelfe: Me replyed, 
mauyEngliſhmen had bene there, but (being Catholiques) 
went to Malle, telling the Turks at the Gates entrance 
that they were Frenchmen,foz the Turks know not what 
you meane by the wozd Engliſtiman;aduiſing me further, 
that when any of my countrymen vnderto the like tra⸗ 
uaile, at the gates of Ieruſalem they ſhould terme them⸗ 
ſelues either Frenchmen oz Brittans, becauſe they are well 
knowneto the Turkes. x 

This, oꝛ ſuch like, conference paſt befween vs:and furs; 
ther he aſked me, how old our Queens Maieſty was, and 
what was ö reaſon ſhe gaue nothing to y maintenance of 
the holy Sepulch2e,aſwellas other kings + P2incss did? 
with diuerſe other friuslous quelftons: whereto J anſwe⸗ 
red acco2dingly. This day being ſpent euen to twilight, 
M. Iohn Burrel, who paTed as a Greek withautany froble 
came in vnto vs, being neuerth2teTeconſfcained fo this 
Ponaſterp, sz elſe he might = ſtap in the Citie; foz — 
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10 
ſway do the Pdpiffs carry there, 9 no Chꝛiſtian ſfrauger 
can haue admittance there, but he muſt be pzofected vnder 
them,oz not enter the City. M. Burrell and A being toge⸗ 
ther in the court ofthe Monaſterp, 13 fat-fed Friars eame 
fozth vnto vs, ech ol them carying a wax-candle burning, 
t two ſpare candles beſide, the one fo2 M. Burrell, the other 
foꝛ me. Another Fryar bꝛought a great Baſon of warme 
water, mingled with Roſes and other ſweet flowers, and a 
Carpet being ſpꝛead on the ground, x Cuſhions in chaires 
ſet ozderly foz vs, the Pater Guardian cams and ſet vs 
downe,gtuingeach of vs a candle in our hands, then came 
a Frier and puld oft our hoſe, and (ſetting the Baſon on 
the Carpet) waſhed our feete. 

So ſoone as the Fryer began to wach, the fwelue Friers 
began to ſing, continuing ſo till our fete were waſhed, 
which being done, they went along ſinging, and we with 

the Guardian came to aChappellin the Monaſterp, where 
one of them began an Oꝛation in fozme of a Sermon, ten⸗ 
ding to this effect.how meritoꝛious it was foz vs to viſits 
the holy Land, and ſee thoſe ſanctified places where our 
Sauiours feet had trode. 

The ſermon being ended, they bꝛought vs vnto a cha- 
ber where our ſupper was pꝛeparedʒ there we led ſomwhat 
fearefully, in regard y ſtrange cats haus as ſtrange quali⸗ 
ties: but committing our ſelues to God, t their out ward 
appearing Chꝛiſtian kindnes, we fel to heartilp, ſupt very 
bountifully, and after (pꝛaiũng God) were lodged decent- 
ly. Thus much foꝛ my firſt entertainement in Ieruſalem, 
which was the 25 of March 1601, being our Lady day 
in Lent. Now followes what p Friers afterward ſhewed 
me, being thereto appointed by the Pater Guardian. Early 
the next mozning wo aroſe, and hauing ſaluted the Pater 
Guardian, he appointed vs ſeuen Friers t a Trouchman: 
ſo foꝛth we went to ſee all the holy places in 9 C itie which 
were to be ſeene, eacept thoſe in Sepulchra Sanctaʒ foꝛ p res 
quired a whole dates wozk alter ward, and at euere place 
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where we tame we kneled down, ſaid the Loꝛds pꝛaper. 

The firft place of note that the Friers ſhewed vs, was 
the place Ju diciall next the houſe of Veronica Sancta: and 
demanding of them what Saint that was, they told me it 
was the that did wipe our Sautours fate, as he paſſed by 
#1 his-agony, 

Deſcending a little lower in the ſame ſtrert, they ſhewed 
me the way which our Sauto2 Chꝛiſt went to crucifying, 
called by them Via Doloroſa. 

Then on the right hand in the ſame ſtreet, J was ſhewen 
the hauſe of the rich glutton, at whoſe gate pwze deſpiſed 
Lazarus lay. 

Holding on dur way down this fkreef,we came fo a furs 
ning pallage on the left hand, whence they fold me Simon 
Sirenus was comming foward: the Dolorous way, when 
the Souldiers ſceing him, called him, and compelled him 
againſt his will, pzeſently to helpe our Sauiour to carry 
his. Croſſe, | 

Then they fold mee, that in that ſame place the people 
wept when Chꝛiſt anſwering, ſaid onto them, Oh daugh- 
ters of Ieruſalem weepe not for mee, &c. 

Next they ſhewed mee the Church where the Uirgin 
Mary fell into an agony , when Chꝛiſt pafſed by carrying 
his Croſſe. | 
-- Afterward they bzoughf me to Pilates Palace, which 
though it be all ruinated,yet1s-there an old Arch of ffone, 
which is ſtill maintained by the Chꝛiſtians, ⁊ it ſtanding 
full in the hie wap, we paſſed vnder it: much like the wap 
of paſſage vnder 9. Hammons houſe in the Bulwozke, 
but that the Arch is higher: ſoz vpon that Arche, is a Gals 
lery which admitteth paſſage (ouer our heads) from one 
ſide of the ſfriefe to the other:fo2 Pilates Palace extendeth 
ouer the high way on both ſides, and Pilate had two great 
windowes in the ſaid Gallery, to gaze dut both waies into 
the ffreet, as Maiſter Hammon hath the like aduantage at 
both his windowes. |

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Into this Gallery was our Sauiour bzought when hes 
was ſhowen vnto the Jewes, e they ſtanding below in the 
ſtreꝛt, heard the woꝛds, Ecce Homo. A litle from this plate, 
is pᷣ tot of y itaires where our Sauioꝛ did firſt take vp his 
Croſte. Then they bꝛought me tothe plate where p Uirgity 
Mary was concetued and bozne, which is the Church of 
S. Anna, and no Turkiſh Church. ext they ſhewed me z 
pole where Chꝛiſt cleanſed the Leapers, and then guiding 
me to S. Steuens gate, a little within it vpon the left hand, 
they ſhewed me the ſtone wherwith S.Steuen was ſtoned. 
From hence I ſaw the ſlaires going vp to Pozt Area, at 
which poꝛt there are diuers Reliques to be ſcene,ifwas v 
Eaſt gate of Þ Temple which Salomon built vpon mount 
Moria, in which Temple was p plate of Sanctum Sancte 
rum, but now in that place is builded a godly great 
Church belonging to the Turkes. 
Thus ſpent I þ ſecond day, being the 26 day of March, 
all within ths gates of Icruſalem, except my going to ſ&p 
fone wherewith Saint Steuen was ſtoned. The next day 
being the 27,hauing done our duty to God, and the Pater 
Guardian, wehired Aſſes foz the Friers t the Trouchman 
to ride on, and going fozth theCifie gates, wee mounted 

and rode directly towards Bythinia. | | 
By the way as we rode, they ſheweed me the plate old 
fruttleſſe ſig⸗tres, which Chꝛiſt curſed: nert, the Caſtle ot 
Lazarus, that Lazarus whom Chꝛiſt loued ſo well: fo2 his 
houſe o2 Caſtle was in Bythinia, but it was vtterly ruina⸗ 

ted and nothing to be ſeene but the two ſides of the wall. 
In the ſame Towne they ſhewed me the houſe ok Mary 
Magdalẽ, but ſo ruinated, p nothing is left of it but a pete 
of a wall:there J ſaw likewiſe Mart haes houſe,cofiffiung of 
3 peces of a wal: thence they bꝛoght me to þ ſtonewhere 
t two ſiſters fold Chꝛiſt Þ Lazarus was dead, fr whence 
pall ing on, they ſhewed me p place where our Sauioꝛ rai⸗ 
ſed Lazarus from death, after he had layen thꝛeꝛ daies in p 
ground, & where he was buried afterward when 2 
his 
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This place hath beene notably kept from the beginning 
aud is repaired ſtill by the Chꝛiſtians: buf pet in poʒe and 
very bare ſoꝛt: And this is all that J ſaw in Bythinea. 
From hence werode vnto maunt Oliuet, and paſſing by 
Bethphage, they bꝛought me to y place where our Sanio2 
toke the alle and Colt when hee rode to Ieruſalem vpon 
Palme⸗ſunday. Riding fro Berthphage diredly dath, we 
came to the fot of Mount Oliuer, where they thewed mee 
the place Benedicta of the Uirgin Maries Annunciation:t 
aſcending toy top of y mount, we ſaw p plate of sur Sa⸗ 
uiours Aſcenſion: At y ſight whereof we laid our pꝛapers, 
And were commanded withall to ſay flue Pater Noſters, & 
fine Aue Maries, but we ſaid the Lozds pꝛaper, tok notice 
of the plate and departed. This is the very higheſt part of 
Mount Oliver, and hente maꝝ be deſcerned many notable 
places :as firft, Weſt fro it is the pꝛoſpect of the new Citie 
of Icruſalem:South-weſt from it, may be ſeen the pꝛoſpedt 
of Mount Syon, which is adioyning to new Jeruſalem:al⸗ 
ſo in tho valey betwiene Sym and the Mount whereon 4 
cod, 4 ſaw the Bzooke Cedron, the Poole Silo, the Gar⸗ 
den wherein our Daniour pꝛaped, the place where affer- 
ward he was betraped, and dinerſe other notable things in 
this valley ot Cecbſemanic: as che tomb of Abſolon, king 
Dauids ſon, the tomb of Ichoſhaphat,and others, which J 
will fpeak of when J come ts them. | 
Full South from HountOliuer I could ſes the plates 
we came laſt from, as all Bythinea and Bethphage: al o eaſt 
noꝛth⸗eaſt from this Mount, may be ſiene both the Riuer 
of Iordan, which is ſome 15 miles off, and Jericho, which 
is not far, becauſe it is to the Weſtward of Jordan. 
- From Mount Oliuet Caſt t Eaſt South⸗eaſt, may bs 
ſtene the lakes of Sodom and Gomorrha, which is ſome 
100 miles long, and 8 miles ouer: all theſe places J (cf 
with the Compaſſe, when J was on Mount Oliner: foz J 
ſtaped on ths top of if ſome two houres e a halfe, haning 


alittle Compaſſeabout me. 
1 2 C Deſcending 
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Deſcending hence foward the fofe Weftwatd,wecame 
to aplace where the Friers told me, that a woman called 
Saint Pelagia, did pennante in the habite of a Frier:wher⸗ 
at I ſmiling, they demanded why J did ſo? J anſwered v 
to belcue Pelagia was à Saint, ſtwd out of the compaſle 
of the Creed: they told mee, when J ſhould come home af 
night they would ſhew mee ſufficient Authozs foꝛ it: but 
when J came home, J had ſo much to do in wꝛiting my 
notes out of my table⸗bok, that I had not leaſure to vrgs 
their Authozs foz Saint Pelagia. 

By this time they bꝛought vs to the place where our Ha⸗ 
uioꝛ did foze-ſce the iudgement, then where he made p Pa- 
ter Noſter, and then where the Apoſtles made the Creed. 

From hence we came to the place where Chzilt wept foz 
Ieruſalem, and from thence to the place where the Uirgin 
Mary gaue the Girdle to S. Thomas; and then to the place 
where the pꝛayed foꝛ S. Steuen. Alltheſe laſt were tom / 
ming downe Mount Oliuer, toward the vally of Getbſe- 
mainie, where by the way we came to our Ladies Church, 
wherein is her Sepulchze, and the Sepulchze of her Yuſ- 
band Ioſeph, with the Sepulchze af Anna, and many 
others in that Church. | 
This Church ſtanvethat the tote ot og ount Oliuet, E 
was built (as they ſay) by Helena the mother of Conſtan- 
tine the Great: Here the Friers went info the Uirgin Ma- 
ries Depulth2e, and there either ſaid Maſſes oz Pꝛapers, 
while we in the meane time went to dinner. | 

Inthis Church is a Founfaineofexcedingfine water, 
and in regard we went downe into a Uault, as it were, it 
giueth a maruellous loud eccho oz ſound. 

Hence we went to the Caus whether Iudas came to be⸗ 
fray Chꝛiũt when he was at pꝛayer, and thence to the gar⸗ 
den where our Sauioùr left his Diſciples, commanding 
them to watch and pꝛay, hut found them ſiceping at his re⸗ 
turne: then they bzought me to the garden where Chailt 

was taken t and all theſe laſt thzer were in the vallay ol 
. Gethſcmanic.. 
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Gethſemanie, Riding vnto the towne(wheref the valley 
beares the name) on the left hand J ſaw the befoze remem⸗ 
bed Sepulchzes of Abſolom and Icheſhaphar,and on the 
right hand the Bzoke Cedron, which at iny being there 
had not one dꝛop of water init(foz inded)it is but a ditch 
fo conuey the water to the two hils (J meane Mount Oli- 
uet, and Mount Syon) when any ſtoꝛe of raine falleth.Any 
this ditch, oz bꝛoke Cedron, is in the valley betweene both 
thoſe ig ils. | 

Hard by the bꝛok Cedron, theꝝ ſhewed me a fone mar - 
ked with the fert and elbowes of Chꝛiſt, in their thaowing 
of him downe when as they toke him, and euer fince (ſay 
they) haue thoſe pꝛints remained there. 

From thence we rode to the place where S. James the 
ꝛonger did hide himſelfe, and afterward was buried there: 
there alſo they ſhewed where Zachariah Þ ſon of Barachiah 
was buried, and bzought me to another place,where(they 
ſay) the Uirgin Mary vſed often to pay. 

Thi came weeft-ſwne to pᷣ pole ot Silo, wherin M. Burrel 
J waſhed our ſelues, & hence we were ſhewen the place 
Where the Pzophet Eſay was ſawen in peces:thense they 
guided vs ts an extceding deepe boell, whers the Jewes (as 
they ſay)hid the holy fire in the time of Nabuchadonozer. 
Pere we aſcended from the valley to a hill ũde, which ly⸗ 
eth iuſk South from Mount Syon, but there is a great 
valley betwene,called Gchemion, and there they ſhewed 
me the place where the Apoſtles hid themſelues, being a 
Caue in a Rock. Aſcending higher hence, they bꝛought me 
to the field, oʒ rather to be moꝛe rightly termed the Rock, 
wherethe common buriall place is foꝛ ſtrangers, being the 
very ſame (as they ſay)which was bought with the 3 o pee⸗ 
tes of ſiluer, that Iudas reteiued qͥg the pꝛice of his Mai⸗ 
ſter, which place is called Acelde and is faſhioned ass 
followeth. It hath 3 holes aboue, and on the ſide there is 
A vent, at the vpper holes they vie to let downe the dear 
bodies, to the eſtimation of _— fifty fot downe. 
2 
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In this plate J ſaw two bodies, new dz very lately let 

downe, and loking downe{fo2 by reaſon of the thz&@ great 
holes ahoue, where the dead bodies lie, it is very light) J 
veceiued ſuch a ſauoꝛ into my head, as it made mee very 
ſtek, ſo that J was glad to entreat the Friers to go no furs 
ther, but to returne home to the Citty. . 

So heere we went thꝛough the valley of Gehemion,and 
at the foote of Mount Syon ( hauing a little bottle of water 
which J bzought from the Pole Silo) J d2ank,andreffed 
there an houres ſpace, eating a few Raiſins and Dhues 
which we bzought with vs from Jerafalem in themoz/ 
ning g. 

After J had well reſted and refreſhed my ſelfe;we began 
to aſtend Mount Syon, and a little way vp the hill ther 
ſhewod me the place where Peter hauing denyed Chiikt, 
and hearing the Coch crow. went out and weßpßt. 

Aſcending higher, they ſhewed me the houſe whers the 
Uirgin Mary dwelt, which was neere vnto the Temple: 
the they bꝛought me to the place where the Jewes ſetting 
on the blefſcd Uirgin Mary fo take her, the was conueped 
away by miracle. 

Pence we went to thehouſe of Caiphas, which was ſome 

what higher vpon Mount Syon, e there A ſaw thepzifow 
wherein our Dautour was detained. Paſſing on ſtill hig⸗ 
her, they guided ms to a little Chappeli which is kept by d 
Armenians, wherimto entring, at 5ᷣ high Altar thep ſhews: 
ed me the tone which was vpon our Sauiszs Sepulchze 

(as they ſay) and it is neere to the place whers Peter deny⸗ 

ed Chꝛiſt: fo2 there they ſhewed mee the Pillar whereon 
the Cock ffod whenhecrowed. 

* Hence was Jb2ought fo the place whereour Sauiont 
made his laſt — nd thence J came where the hol 

Ghoſt deſcended v the Apo ſtles: whence paſſing on, 

they ſhewed mee the place where Chaift appeared to his 
Diſciples the eighth day after his Reſurrection 5 where 
* defired to ſee his wounds. 

— Neere 
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Meere to this place vpon Paunt Syon, the M irgin Mary 
died, t hard vr, they ſhewed me a place bought by the pope 
of the Turkes, foʒ the buriall of the Europian Chziſtians, 
betauſe he would not haue them taſt into Aceldema: they 
fold vs ᷣ the yearebefo2e,s Engliſhmen were buried in 5 
plate, whether by the Frters poyſoning thẽ, oꝛ holoſoeuet 
elſe it hapened, but we thought it ſtrauge that all; ſhould 
Die together in one werk. Thente come we to the houſe of 
Annas the high Pioff, which is now but a paire of very 
old wals, and nothing elſe of it to be ſeene: but at the ſive 
of one ofthe wals is an vid Oliue tres, whereto they told 
me that our Sauioꝛ was faſt bound: t demanding a fur⸗ 
ther reaſoh thereof, they ſaid that when her was bꝛought 
vnfo his houle, Annas being aſleep, his peopte would not 
awake him: ſo during their time of ſtap, they bound him 
to the ſaid Olius tree,and when he awaked, then hee was 
bought in and examined. : 012 eee 
: Departing hence toward the Sonth gate of the Citie 
Which ffandeth likewiſs vpon Mount Syon, wee alighted 
from our Aſes, and entring , J noted it well: fox J had 
ſeene thꝛee of the foure gates. — 1 

And being deſrous fo ſee y Noath-gate alſo,theybzoght 
-metotheChureh of S. Thomas, which is within the wall 
all ruinated:then fo the Church ol . Marke, where Peter 
caine being deliuered out of pꝛiſon by the Angell p bꝛakt 
open the gate. Then they ſhewed me the houſe of Zebede- 
us, whente we tame to a place kept by the Abaſhenes, and 
there aſcending firft by a darke way, led on by a line oz 
toꝛd, wee attained to a high place neere to the Sepulchra 
Sancta, where J paid two peeces ot ſiluer to go in, being 
entred, J demanded bohat place it was? the ſame (quoth 
they) where Abraham would haue ſacrificed his ſon Iſaac. 
Thence went we to the pꝛiſon wheteS.Pecer and Saint 
Iohn were, being the nert doze to thepꝛiſon wherin J was 
put befo2e:which made me the ſoꝛier, that it was not mp 
foztune to haue gone into it being ſo neere it. = 
; C 3 Pence 
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Mente we came to the Nozth-gate being on Pount Cal. 
uary ſide, where hauing well viewed the gate, and percet- 
uing it waxed late, we went directly home: this was my 

third dates wozke, in and about Ieruſalem, wearied not a 
little with often alighting to pꝛay:foʒ at each ſeuerall place 
befoze recounted, wee diſmounted and ſayd the Lo2bs 
p2ayeron our knees. 

On themozrow being the 28 day, early in the mo2ning, 
we tok our Alles, riding fozth at the Meſt gate, thꝛough 
which I firſt entred, and paſſing on the South-ward,wee 
left Pount Syon on the left hand:at the fote wherof they 

.ſheived me the houſe of Vriah, and the Fountaine where 
Berſaba waſhed her ſelle at, when Ring Dauid eſpied her 
out of his Turret. 

Zhence went we to the place where the Angell fok vp 
Abacuck by the haire of the head, fo carry meat to Daniel 
in the Lyons den. ert came wee to the place where the 
wiſe men found the Star when it was loft, & then whers 
the Utrgin Mary reſted her ſelfe vader a tree, as ſhe came 
from Bethelem̃ to Ieruſalem, which tres they ſtillrepairg 
by ſetting another cloſe to the root of it. 

Bente rode we to the houſe of Elias the Pꝛophet, whers 
they ſhewed me his vſuall y lace of ficeping, and his houſe 
Kandeth ſo vpon a hill, as from thence J did ſee Bethelem 
afarre off. 

Chence we went to an old ruinated houſe, which they 
told me was Iacobs:which may the betterappeare to beſo, 
fo2 in the field therfo adiopning, is the tomb of Rachel, Ia- 
cobs wife:and ſome two miles from this tombe is a town 
in the ſame field called Betheſula, the inhabitants whereof 
are all Chꝛiſtians. | 

In this great ſield ( being betwe&ne Teruſalem and Beth< 
lem) didlis the camp of Senacherib when he beſieged Icru- 
ſalem. From hence we rode to the field, where the Angels 
b2ought tydings of great toy to the Shepheards, which is 
two miles from Bethlem: andthencs we rode to Bethe 
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fo the Ponaſtery, wherein were ſome ten Friers; who 
welcommed me very kindly, and b:ought me firlt into a 
great Church, then into a large entry, wherein J ſaw the 
name of P. Hugo Stapers twiſe ſet, one aboue another, 
and betweene them both J ſet my name. 

Then they guided mee downe the ſtaires into a vault, 
where was a Chappell ſet in the place of ours Sauiours 
Natiuitp, encloũng both it and the Paunger wherein 
Chꝛiſt was laid, and alſo the place where he was pꝛeſented 
with gifts by the wiſe men. | 
Duer this Chappell is a great Church, built by Qucene 
Helena mother to Conſtantine the great (as they ſay) and 
further J ſaw diuers Tombes of holp men and others. 

Going vp to the top ofthe Church, J ſaw vpon the leads 
the name ol M. Hugo Stapers againe ingrauen, which 
made mee lovke the earneſtlier foꝛ ſome other Engliſh- 
mens names; but finding none. J graued downe my name 
and tame away ; then went wee in and dyned with tho 
Fryers.. | ih 3 

Fffter dinner, they bꝛought mee fo a place where the 
Virgin Mary hid her ſelfe, when ſearch was made to kill 
the Thlidzen.. © | 50 ; s = 

So taking my leaue or Bethlem, giuing the Friers 3 
pieces of Gold fo2 my dinner and my company with mee, 
being 8 in number, mounting on our Aſſes, we rode to the 
Mell, where King Dauids thꝛee Captaines fetched water 
fo2 him, thꝛough the whole hoT of the Philiſtimes: which 
ſtandeth a littte way from Bethlem, towards Ieruſalem, 
and hath thꝛee places to dzaw water vp. | 

Pence went we pꝛeſently backe to Ieruſalem, entting 
the gate at 4 of the clocke in the akternone, and at 5, the 
Turkes let vs in to the Sepulchra Sancta, each of vspay-- 
ing nine peetes of Gold foꝛ aux entrance. 

No ſoner were we in, but they locked the gates, ſo there 
J ſtaped till a x of the clocke the nert day, and then tame 

we loꝛth: Now followes what J ſaw in Sepulchra _— | 
LL dds ni, 
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Firſt J noted hanging without the gato, af the leaff 1 eo 
ies oꝛ ſtrings, and in the gate is a great hole, whereat a 
little child may eafily creep in: whereof demanding the 
reaſon, they told me that the hole ſerued to giue vicuals 
at,fo2 them which lie within the Church, which are abous 
300 perions, men and women, all Chꝛiſtians, and there 
they liue continually night and day, and can haue no paſ- 
ſage in oz out, but when the Turkes do open the gate foz 
ſome Pilgrime: which hapeneth nat ſometimes in 14 
daies : wherefo2e theſe Chꝛiſtian legiers in the Church 
haue there their whole houthold , and bozded lodgings 
there builded fo2 them. | 
The ſtrings befoze ſpoken of hanging at the gate, haue 
each one a bell, faſtned at the lodgings, and when their ſer⸗ 
nants (which are without) bzing them any meate, each 
rings the Bell belonging to his houſhold, and ſo come ac- 
' £o2dingly (each knowing his owne Well) foz receipt of 
their fod. The ſeuerall ſo2ts of Chꝛiſtians which J ſaw 
in this Church, 4 will in oꝛder deſcribe vnto you. 

Firſt, the Romanes, foʒ they bare the greateſt (way ot all. 
Secondly, the Greekes, foz they be next in number to ths 
Romanes, vet little better then ſlaues to the Turk. Third⸗ 
lv, the Armenians, who haue bin io long time ſeruants to 
the Turk, p hauing fo2gotte their c wn language, they vie 
all their ceremonies in the Arabian tongue, & ſo J heard 
them. The 4 ſoꝛt of Chꝛiſtians axe Neſtorians, who ars 
as ſlaues to the Turke, t haue no other language then the 
Atabian. Theũft are the Abaſhenes, being people of Þ land 
of Preſter Iohn. Tho ſirt are the Iacobines ̊ arecircumct- 
ſed Chꝛiſtians, buf ſlaues like wiſe t ſeruants to Þ Turk. 
All theſe (Chꝛiſtians in name) haue bought of the Turk 
their ſeuerall places in the Church, andby⸗romes fo2 eaſe, 
being neuer fewer in number ok all theſe ſire foots then 
25002. 300 continually there lying, and pzaving after 
their manner. | © 
The places where. they 02dinarily vſe to go ⁊ ſay theit 
denotions 
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deus tions are thus as I deſcribe them, and as the Romane 
Friers bꝛought me to them. 
Firſt, the Pilar whereat our Sauiour was whipped, 
Secondlp, the place where hee was impꝛiſoned, while 
they were pꝛeparing oꝛ making his Croſſe, 
Lhirdly, where the Souldiers dinided his Garments, 
Fourthly,where the Croſſe was found by Qutene He- 
lena, which is at the fote ol Mount Caluarie, and hard by 
it, is the Chappell of the ſaid Nucene Helena. 
Fiftly, the place whers Chꝛiſt was crowned with 
Thoꝛznes:which I could not ſw till I was glad to giue the 
Abaſhenes that kept it two petes of ſiluer. 
Sirtly, the place where the Croſſe being laid along on 
the ground, our Sauiour was nayled faſt vnto it. 
Seuenthly, the place on the top of Pount Caluarie, 
hers the Croſſe ſtod when he ſuffered, So 
Eightly, the Nocke that rent at his crucifying, which 
is athing well wozth the beholving; foꝛ if is ſſit, like as it 
had beene cleft with wedges and bertles, euen from the top 
to the two third parts downewards, as it were through 
the bꝛow and bꝛeaſt of the Nocke: Noz is the rent ſinall, 
buf ſo great in ſome places, that a man might eaſily hide 
himlelfe in it, and ſo groweth downs ward leffe and leſſe. 
Minthly, the place where the th2& Maries annointed 
Chꝛitt after hee was dead. 
Tonthly,where hee appeareſÞo Mary Magdalen in the 
likenelle ot a Gardiner. 
And whence we came to the Sepulchꝛe it ſelfe, which 
is the laſt place where they vſe any pꝛapers. X 
From whence J wont to ſce the Tombes of Baldwin 
and Godfery of Bulloigne : And returning backs to the 
Sepulch2e, I meaſured the diſtance betweens plate and 
place, ſpending thus the time from ſtue of the clock be-

— at my comming fozth, wziting downeall things I 
thought note-wozthy, 
PF 
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Py companion Maiſker John Burrell and J, bein$ 
thus coms fozth of the Church, wee went to the Pater 
Guardian to dinner, where wee had tydings that fiu® 
other Engliſhmen were arriued at the Citie gates, di- 
reading towards Aleppo. Their names were M. William 
Bedle, Pʒeacher to the Engliſh Þ archants , which were 
Liegers at Aleppo: M. Edward Abbot, ſeruant te the 
right Moꝛſhip full Sir ohn Spencer: P. Geffery Kirbie, 
ſeruant to the Wozſhipfull M. Paul Banning, and Lei⸗ 
giers foꝛ them in Aleppo: two other yong men, the one 
called Iohn Elkins, the other Iaſper Tymme. Theſe fine. 
hearing of my being there, came all to the houſe,and theſa 
(though they ſaw not my impꝛiſonment, noꝛ were with 
mee at the ſight of thoſe things, in and about Ieruſalem) 
can witneſſe that they were acquainted. therewith at the 
gates, and teſtiſie the other truths beſide. Theſe men, 
as alſo my companion Maiſter Iohn Burrell, A left be- 
hind mee in Ieruſalem, departing thence to ſee other pla» 
tes in the Country of Paleſtine: But let me firff tell vou, 
what J obſerned in ths Cities ſituation, becauſe J was 
infoꝛmed befo2e J came fo ſe it, that it was all ruinated 
(albeit on the ſight thereof) J found it otherwiſe,hauing 
alittle Compaſſe about mee, ta ſet ſuch places as I could 
eaſily come by. | 

Unverſtand then firft of all, that the very heart of the 
old Citie was ſeated on unt Syon and Mount Moria: 
ts the Nozth part whereof was Mount Caluarie 
without the gates of the old Citie, about a ſtones caſt 
and no further. But now J find this new Citie ſitua⸗ 
ted ſo farre in the No2th part, that it is almoſt quite off 
Mount Syon, but vet not off Pount Moria, which was 
betweene Mount Syon and Mount Caluarie, ſo that now 
(vndoubfly) the South wals of the Citie are placed: 
on the North fete of the Mill of Syon. The Eaſt walt 
which doth confront ch ount Oliuet, is à great part of the 
ancient wall, and ſo from the South-eaſt angle Nozths 


a quarter of a mile behind Pount Caluacie : fo that 
Mount Caluarie, which was in fozmer times a ſtones caſt 
without the Citie, and the appointed place foz ozdinary 
execution, A find it to be now ſeated in the heart oꝛ middle 
of the new Citie. 85 

This Mount Caluarie is not ſo high as to bee called a 
Mount, but rather a piked oz a ſpired Rocke: Foz J notes 
the ſituation of it, both when J was at the top of it, and 
when A came to the Sepulchze , the Sepulchze being 
diſtant from it (A means from the fœte of it) 173. fate, 
as I meaſured it: Mlhereupon J conclude, that the place 
of buriall, which Ioſeph of Aramathia made fo2 himlelfe, 
was from the fote of Pount Caluarie, 173 feoteUeſt- 
_ in which place is the Sepulchze of our Sa⸗ 
niour, - 

The Sepulchze it ſelfe is two fofe and a halfe high 
from the ground, eight fte in length, and foure focte 
b;oad wanting thzee inches, being couered with a fairs 
Kone of white colour. Duerthe Depuichze is a Chappell 
dnilded, the Nozth wall whereof is toyned cloſe with 
the Nozth five of the Sepulchze: and the Chappell is of 
like fone as the Sepulchze is, conſiſting of fifteene fate 
in bzeadth ; ue and twenty fote in length, and aboue 
fozty fote in height. In this Chappell are alwaies bur⸗ 
ning thirty 02 fozty Lampes, but vpon Feſtiuall daies 
mo2e, which are maintained by gifts giuen at the death 
of Chziſtians in Spaine, Florence, and other parts, to 
bee kept continually burning, and tho giuers of theſe 
Lampes haue their names ingranen about the vpper 
edges of them, in letters of gold, ſtanding in a band of gold 
oz ſiluer. : 
| This Chappell is incloſed with a Church, and pet 
not it onely, but therewith is circled in all the be- 

foꝛs named holy places, viz. where Chꝛiſt was whipt: 
Where hes was in pziſon ; where his garments were 
dinided; where the Crofſe was found ; where hee was 
D 2 crowned 
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crowned with Thꝛones: where hee was nayled on the 
Croffe; where the Croſſe ſtod When hee ſuffered: where 
the vaile of the Temple rent: where the tha Maries ans 
nointed h im: where hee appeared to Mary Magdalen: and 
in b2tefe, all the moſt notable things, either about Mount 
Caluarie, 62 Iofephs field of Aramathia, are incloſed 
within the compaſle of this Church, which was builded 
by the foze-remembzed Nugns Helena, Mother to Con- 
ſtantine the Great, ſhee being( as J haue read in ſome Au⸗ 
thoꝛs) an Engliſh woman and daughter to King Coel, 
that builded Colcheſter : which being vrged to them, 
they dyned it. J meaſured this Church within, and 
found it fo be 4.22 fadomes about: the one ſide of it like⸗ 
wife J found it to bee 130 fadomes: Thus much foz 
Mount Caluarie, which is in the midſt of the Citie 
no w. Es 
From the No2th-eaſt angle of the Citis to the Nozths 
woſt, is the ſhoꝛteſt way of the Citie,aud from the Roꝛth⸗ 
welt angle to the South⸗weſt, is as far as from d South⸗ 
eaſt to the No2zth-eaſf : But from the South ⸗ weſt to the 
South⸗eaſt, which is the South⸗wall that ſtandeth on the 
foote of Pount Syon, J meaſured, and found it to be 
3775 fœte, which is about thaw quarters af a mile. Upon, 
this South ſide of the Citie, is a great Iron gata, about 
which gate are laid 17 pieces of bꝛaſſe Oꝛdinance: This 
gate is as great as the Weft gate of the Tower of Lon- 
don, and excœding ſtrong, the wals being very thicke, and 
on the South ſide 50 02.60 fete high: Do much koꝛ the 
South wall and ſide or the Citie. 

The No2th wall is not altogether ſo long, but much 
fronger, foꝛ on the Hoꝛth⸗ſide it hath bene often ſur⸗ 
pꝛiſed, but on the South ũde neuer: and on the Caft 
fide it is impꝛegnable, by reaſon of the edge ok the Hill 
— it ᷑andeth on, which is fiue times as high as the

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neere fo the gate, which is of Aron alſo, but what is in 
other places, as at the cozners oꝛ angles, I could not come 
fa ſe, and demand J durſt not. The Eaſt wall, con⸗ 
taining the gate where Saint Stephen was ſtoned, a lit⸗ 
tle without, and to this day called Saint Stephens gate, 
I ſaw but fine peces of oꝛdinante there, and they were 
betwoene the gate and ths relique of Pozt Aurea, which 
is to the ſouthward; and concerning the Met five of 
the Citie, at the gats whereof J intred at my ſfirſt arrinall, 
if is very ffrong likewiſe ,, and hath fifteens perces of 
©2dinance lying neere together, and allof Bzaſſe ; This 
gate is alſo made of Iron, and this Welt wall is altoge⸗ 
ther as long as the Caſt wall; But it flandeth vpon the 
higher ground: fo that comming from ths Met, to the 
Weſt wall, you can ſee nothing within the Citis but 
the bare wall: but vpon Mount Oliuet, comming towards 
the Citie, from the Caſt, vou haue a very godly p2oſpect of 
the Cttie; by reaſon the Citit ſtandeth all on the edge of 
the Hill. _ 1 
To conclude, this Citie of Ieruſalem is the ſtrongeſt of 
all the Cities that J haue pet ſeene in my iournev, ince 
departed from Grand Cayro : but the relt of the country 
is very can to horntreaten: pet in the Titioof Ierufalem 
are thꝛes Chꝛiſtians foz one Turke, and many Chꝛiſtians 
in the Countreꝝ round about, but they all liue pwzely vn⸗ 
der the Turke.

The riuer Jordan runneth info the Lake, and there dy⸗ 
eth, which is one of the greateſt ſecrets: (in my mind) in 
the wozld, that afreſh water ſhould run continually into 
this ſalt Lake, and haue no iſſus out, but there dyeth: and 
the ſaid Lake continuing ſtill ſo ſalt, as no weight ol any 
reaſonable ſubſtance will ſinkeinfs it, but flieteth vpon 
it, as a dead Man 03 Beaſt will neuer go downe. And fur⸗ 
ther note, that what filth ſoeuer is bzought into it by the 
Riuor Iordan, oz any other ſubſtance, it fleeteth conti⸗ 
nually vpon ths water, and being toſſed thereon by fogce 
of the weather, in time it becommothacongealed- froth, 
which being caſt dpon the bankes, and there dzyed by 
t extreme heate of the Sun,becommeth black like Pitch, 
Which in that Country is called Bitumen, whereof J haue 
bought ſome with mee from thence. This Lake is about 
eight oz nine miles bꝛoad, and about eighty oꝛa hundꝛeth 
miles long: the length ſtretching from the Pozth, whers 
the Niuer Jordan falleth into it, fo the houth⸗ward, and 
hath no farther ſue,

Thus haue J deſcribed the Citie of Ieruſalem, as it 
18 
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is now built, with all the notable plates therein, and 
neere vnto the ſame, and the Country about it: by which 
compariſons pou may well vnderffand! the ſituation 
of moſt parts of the places neere vnto it: and thereby 
vou may perceiue that it was but aſmall country, and 
a very little plot of ground, which the Iſraelites poſſoſſed 
in the Land of Canaan, which as now is a very barren 
Countrey: Foz that within fifteene miles from Ieruſalem 
the Countrey is wholy barren, and full of rockes, and ſco⸗ 
ny: and vnlelle it be about the plaine of Iericko, J know 
not any part of the Country at this pꝛeſent that is fruit- 


full: what it hath beene in times paſt; J referre you to 


tho declaration thereof made in the holy Scriptures: 
My opinion is, that when it was fruitfull, and a Lan 
that flowed with Milke and Yony, in thoſe dayes 
God bleſſed it, and that as then they followed his 
Eommandements, but now being inhabited by infl- 
dels (that pzophane the name of Chziff , and liue in all 
filthy and beaſtly manner) God curſeth it, and fo if 
is made barren: foz it is ſo barren that J could get no 
bꝛead when J came neere vnto it: Foz that one night 
as J lodged ſhozt of Ieruſaem, at a place called in ths 
Arabian tongue, Cuda Chcnaleb, A ſent my Moe to a 
Houſe (not farre from the place where we had pitched our 
Tents) to get ſome bꝛead, and hee bꝛought mee woꝛd that 
there was no bzead there to be had, and that the man of 
that houſe did neuer eate bꝛead in all his life, but onely 


dzied Dates, nos any of his houſhold: Whereby you max 


partly perteiue the barrenneſſe of the Country at this 


day, onely as J ſuppoſe by the curſſe that God layeth 
vpon the ſame: foꝛ that they vſe the ſinne of Sodom any: 


Gomorrah very much in that Country, whereby the 


poꝛe Chꝛiſtians that inhabite therein, are glad to mar⸗ 


ry their daughters at twelue yeeres of age, vnto Chzi- 


tians, leaſt the Turkes ſhould rauiſh them: and fo con⸗ 
tluds, there is not that ſinne inthe wozld, but if is vſed 


there 
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there amergff thoſe Infidels that now inhabite therein, 
and petit is called Terra Sancta, ein the Arabian tongus 
Cuthea which is the holy Land, bearing the name onely 
and no moe: foz all helineffcts cleane. baniſhed krom 
thence by thoſe Theeues,filthie Turks and Jufivels that 
inhabite the ſame: And hauing my cdrtificate ſealed by þ 
Quadꝛian, and a letter deliuered vnto mee, to ſhew that 
A had waſhed my ſelfe in the Riner of Jordan, J depar⸗ 
ted from Ieruſalem, in the company of the Poꝛe, that 
holpe to get me out of pꝛiſon, leauing Maiſter Edward 
Abbot, Iefferie Kerbie, Paiſter Iohn Elken, laſper 
Tymme, and Maiſter Beadle the Pzeacher (whom 3 
met there by chance, not knowing ef their comming) 
behind mee in Ieruſalem, and which grieued mee moſt, 
the Gentleman of Middleborough, called Maiſter Iohn 

Burrell, that J met withall at Grand Cayro, that had 
bozneme company from thence to Ieruſalem, fozſooke 
me there, and ſtaped alſo in Ieruſalem with the other 
fine Engliſhmen, and ſo was J left alone to the mercy 
of my Booze that kept me company, and neuer left mee 
till I came to Grand Cayro. Now what happened vntg 
me in my trauelling from Ieruſalem to Cayro, and from 
thence to Alexandria, where my ſhip lay, J will hæreafter 

declare, | 
Departing from Ieruſalem, wee got ſafely to Rama 
and from thence went to Aſcalon, and ſo fo Gaza, that 
Iycth vpon the Boꝛders of the Defarts of Arabia: at ons 
of thoſe two places Jhoped fo haue ſome paſſage by wa⸗ 
ter, either to Alexandria, o2 to Damietta, but fayling 
thereof, J was in a maze and knew not what to do; whe⸗ 
ther J were bot to go backe againe to Ieruſalem, oz to 
put my lelfe deſperately into the hands of the wilde Ara- 
bians, fo be by them conducted to Grand Cayro : one of 
thoſe two courſes J mult of foꝛce take, ſo there was no 
hope of pallage, and vet J had another hope, but 
to no end, which was, 3 J ould finde 3 at 
| opp% 
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Ioppa, and fo that cauſe J ſtayed at Giza, and ſent.my 
Mooꝛe to Ioppa to ſegke fo2 pallage, but there was none 
to bee had. At laſt conſidering with my lelfe that my 
haſt into Egypt was great; foz J had left my man Wal- 
dred in Cayro, with my ſtocke of one thouſand two hun- 
dꝛeth pounds, and my ſhip lay in the roade of Alexandria, 
with lixtie men in her, and whether they would depart 
without me, oꝛ no, J knew not: fo2 that, when J went 
from them to go vp to the Niuer of Nylus to Cayro, 3 had 
no intent to go foz Ieruſalem. My buſineſle ſtanding at 
that point, J was foꝛced to this extremity, to make awaꝝ 
all the money J had about mee, and to put my lelfe into 
they hands of two wilds Arabians , that vndertooke to 
carry me and my Peze (without whom AI vurlt not go) 
to the Citie of Cayro in foure dayes,if J would pay them 
foure and twenty Sultans of Gold, when J came to the 
Materia neere to Cayro, and bpon that condition, they 
would deliver mee ſafely there, otherwiſe they ſaid that 
they would carry me pꝛiſoners with them, ozelſe cut my 
th2oafe; And ſo agreeing with them, by my Moꝛe that 
ſpaks foꝛ mee, and withall warranted mer to go ſafely, 
ſivearing that he would not leaue me by any meanes; the 
two wilde Arabians pꝛouided two good Dꝛomidozies faz 
vs to ride on, J the Boozeridingbefoze, and the Arab i- 
ans behind vs, two vpon each Dꝛomidoꝛie, and ſo depar⸗ 
ted from Gaza, about two in the clocke in the affernone, 
and rode a hard pace: thoſe kind of beaſts going ſo hard, 
that within foure houres J was ſo weary, that J defired 
them to ſuffer mee to light downe to reſt mee, which wee 
did about ſixe of the clocke in the euening, and beiug 
alighted, the Arabians tyed the D;omidozies two foꝛs 
fete together, as their manners is, making them kneele 
downe: which done, wa ſatedawne to cate a few Raiſins 
and Biſket, ſuch as wee tarryed in our Alfoꝛges; but in 
the meane time, one of our Dꝛomidozies bꝛake his 
Ariugs, being but a (mall poece of a baſell, and one 
* backe 
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backe againe towards Gaza, whereupon one of the 
theenes fooke the other D2zomidozte, and made after him, 
vntill both he and the other had bzoke looſe and ran 
away , were both out of our fight: then the other Ara - 
bian that ſtaped behind with vs, ranne after them, and 
we were left alone in the wilde Deſarts of Arabia: at laſt, 
night appꝛoaching, and both our guides, and Dꝛomido⸗ 
ries being gone, we were both in no ſmall feare, what 
would become ot vs: in which caſe, leauing my Pooꝛe 
with my Alfozges (wherein wee carryed our vicuals) 
J went vp to the top of a ſandy hill, not far from thence, 
to ſes it I could eſpy our two theeues, but A was no ſwner 
vpon the top of the hill, but J ſaw foure wilde Arabians 
come running towards mee, from the other fide of the 
ſandy hill: which J perceiuing, ranne in great haſt to 
my Poze, vet J could not runne ſo faſt, but one of the 
thecues was at my heeles, and dꝛawing out his ſws2d, 
bad my Moꝛe deliver mee vnfs him; but the Mooze made 
him anſwere, and bad him ſearch mee (fo2 hee knew well 
that A had nothing about me wozth any thing, onely my 
hairs cloth Coate) and ſaid further vnto him, this Guaire 
(which is as much fo fay as-vabeleener) is fo bee cons 
ducted fo Cayro in foure dates, by fwo of your compani⸗ 
ons, and therewith named them vnto him, whereunto 
they all made anſwere and ſaid, that if it were true, they 
would do me no hurt, but if their tompanions come not 
againe with their Dꝛomidoꝛies, then they would carry 
vs away with them, but within two houres after in the 
night time, my two Arabians came againe with their 
D2omidozies, and then they were all fellow theeues. 
And wee gaue thema few Raiſins and aliffle water, and 
{V departed, and the fourth day at night wee came to 
a place where the Arabians had Tents, and there they 
gaue mee ſome Camels milke, and beheld me ſo earneſtly, 
as if they had neuer fenea white man befoꝛe: From 
thencs wee departed , and the next night wee came fo 
| E 2 Salhia, 
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Salhia, where being ſoze ſhaken in my body(notwithſtan⸗ 
ding J was rolled with rollers) J was conſtrazued ta 
giue ousr my D2omidoztes, and to gef Yozſes, which 
thev pꝛetured there of ſome ot their acquaintance. This 
Dꝛomidoꝛie is a kind of beaſt like vato a Camell, but it 
gath a leſſer head, and a very ſmall necke, but his legges 
are as long, and there is no moz2e difference betweene a 
Camell and a D2omidozie, then there is betwerne a 
Maſty⸗dog and a Grep⸗hound: thaſe beaſts eate but 
little, and dzinkeleffe, foz they dzank not as long as I 
was with them; and it is ſaid that they will not dzinke 
in eight oꝛ ten dates together, but cannot abſtains ſo long 
from meate. And by this you map ſes that J was as farre 
in foure dates, as J was going in twelue daies bekoze : 
thinke a god Hoꝛſe will runne as faſt, but not continue 
tt: their pate is a reaching trot but very hard and quick. 
From the edge of Salhia, which is vp on the Eaſt ũidꝛ of 
Gozan, J tooke Yozſe; But thereaſon why the Arabi- 
ans did grant to get me hozſes, was not becauſe they pit⸗ 
tyed me foꝛ my wearinelle, but fo2 that they durſt not go 
any neerer fo the inhabited Countrey with their Dꝛomi⸗ 
d22tes, and there one of them ſtaped, and the other 
went with me to Materia, from whence J ſentmy Pooꝛe 
to Cayro, to fetch mee their hyer, and there J payd them 
that let me the hoꝛſes, firepeces of Gold, and gaue the 
two wilde Arabians twenty foure pieces of Gold, and 
therewith they deliuered me in ſafety ints the cuſtody of 
my Poe, within the miles of the Citie Cayro, where 
J was welcomed by the Conſull and others there reſi⸗ 
dent, and there J paydmy honeſt Moe ſirepecces of 
Gold, and bought diuers pꝛouiſions fo2 him to furniſh 
him in his iourney fo Mecha, in whichionrney, as hee re 
turned againe hee dyed. ä | 
In Cayro J ſtaped two daies, and the ſeuenth night 
after J came to Bullac, and there toake boate, and in the 
dates I got downe the Niuer of Nylus to Roffetta, and

pry 


there taking hoꝛſe with a Ianiſarie, J fell info greater 
danger then any I had during any iourneg; fo2 that bes 
tweene that Towne and Alexandria, there were dinerſe 

reat Ianiſaries that came fcom Conſtantinople , that 
were newly landed at Alexandria, who hauing tpꝛed 
their hoꝛſes, would haue taken our two Mules from vs, 
which my laniſarie refuſed them, and therewith dzew 
out his ſwoꝛd, and they to be reuenged came running to 
take me, and hauing laid hands vpon mee, foure of them 
beate mee cruelly and d2ave mee ts the paſſage that was 
hard by, and there would haue killed mee, which my Ja- 
niſary perteiuing, and ſeeing that nothing could appeaſe 
them but our two Mules, after he had beene ſoze wouns 
ded, he deliuered them vnts the other Ianiſaries, oz elſe J 
had there beene ſlaine, after my long and weary tourney, 
being within ũue miles of my ſhip, that lay in the Roade 
at Alexandria: and ſo he being foze wounded, and J well 
beaten, at laſt we got fo the gates of Alexandria, but it 
was ſo late that we could not get in, but were fozced to. 

ffay all that night (till mozning)vpon the hard ſtones, 

and in the mo2ning J got abw2d: of my ſhip, 
when J had beene from it fifty daies: 
And ſo J ended my Pil⸗ 
grimage. 
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
